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Continuation of 3. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): under 35 USC 1 1 2, first parapgraph for lack of written 
description and new matter. 

Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1) The double patenting rejection cannot be held 
in abeyance as the final rejection is intended to close prosecution. 2) Applicant argues that there is no motivation to combine the 
references applied under USC 103(a). This argument is considered but not found to be persuasive as Hafler et al. does suggest the use of 
MBP fragments. In fact, Hafler et al. teach the administration of MBP or fragments thereof for the treatment of MS (see column 6, line 
60; claims 1 , 3, 6, and 12), and specifically those fragments that are autoimmune responsive (see claim 1). Martin et al. and Ota et al 
teach the fragments of the instant invention as fragments that are autoimmune responsive. Therefore, a perosn of ordinary skill in the art 
would have been motivated to combine the references and use the fragments of Martin et al. and Ota et al in the method of Hafler et al.
